" In what section will he gain?"

business men in particular. The fear 
tbat a change in the Administration 
meant an era of business depression, 
which cost Cleveland many votes three 
years ago, has not been realized, and 
his candidacy in 1888 will be warmly 
advocated by the solid, conservative 
business men of the country, North and 
South."
